Stretch both'your legs 
as far to your left side as you 
can. Now vigorously 
lift your 


legs and swing them around in 
an arc in front of you until they 
are stretched out to your ex- 
treme right side. As your legs 
leave the floor, transfer your 
hands to the left side. 


Get as much rhythm into the 


exercise as you can. The faster 
and harder you do it, the easier 
it is and the quicker the results. 
Start with five on each side and 
work up to twenty-five as quick- 
ly as possible.

The war goes badly in South Vietnam. Meanwhile, 


the Administration sliows no signs of listening to some 
of our most experienced hands in Far Eastern warfare. 
General Albert Wedemeyer's proposal to bring the For- 
mosan Chinese into SEATO, and to let some of Chiang 
Kai-shek's troops lake a hand in the defense of South 
.Vietnam is ignored. And the similar ideas of General 
Ch'arles Willoughby, who was MacArthur's G-2 for a 
decade of Pacific war and military occupation, get as 
far as inclusion in the Congressional Record, where 
they languish and die.

The use of modern weapons (and the air delivery sys- 
tem) imposes no more moral strain Lhan \vhen Truman I 
unleashed the first atomic bomb on Hiroshima—indeed, 
the provocation was far less . . ." The Hiroshima 
population, so Willoughby points out, included thousands 
of Jiarmless..stenographers and clerks, whereas we 
would be cutting at Bridges and distribution points in 
North' Vietnam if we were to use the bomb in that 
region.

atom-bomb" public opinion, however, General Willough- 
by"st most recent advice as set forth to Representative 
FJpod is to exlend.the war to North Vietnam by using

The hobo, who tramped Eng- 


land's green hedgerows, sleeping 
in haystacks, expert at keeping 
himself warm and dry 
(which 


isn't easy in England), is van- 
ishing and with him a whole way 
of life. 


George Orwell, who took to the 


road in Ihe '20s and '30s, has 
written of his Irish hobo male, 
Paddy: "One would have known 
him 
for a trajnp 
a 
hundred 


years away; there was something 
in his drifting style of walk and 
Ihe way he had of hunching his 


• shoulders 
forward, 
essentially 


abject. You felt instinctively that 
he would sooner Jake a blow than 
give one. He had the regular 
character of a tramp — abject, 
envious, a jackal's character. 
Nevertheless, he was a good fel- 
low, generous 
by 
nature, and 


capable of sharing his last crust 
with a friend. 


"He was probably capable of 


work, if he had been well-fed for 
a few months. But two years of 
bread and margarine had lower- 
ed his standards hopelessly. He 
had lived on this filthy imitation 
of food till his own mind and 
body were compounded of infer- 
ior 
stuff. 
It was' malnulrition 


and not any native vice that had 
destroyed 
his 
manhood." 


Today's English tramps, the 


few who are left, haven't changed 
character much. They're still an 
envious, self-pitying lot. Maybe 
there are a few who fill Ihe ro- 
manlic image of a blissful vag- 
rant who delights in Ihe open 
road (remember the song Bing 
Crosby used to sing about "give 
me the open road, the wind and 
the rain in my hair"?)—tramps 
who love to watch the changing 
of the seasons, listening to the 
birds, watching the rabbits. But 
England's climate is not much 
for outdoor sleeping: there's an 
icy wind and the rain pours in- 
cessantly. Today the tramps are 
in (he cities. 


"I asked a London bobby what 


he felt aboul iramps. "There's 
an awful lot of 'em but not a 
quarter what there was before 
the war," said Ihe bobby. (On 
September 1. 1939, 7,220 vagrants 
slept in the "spikes," the name 
tramps use for the reception cen- 
ters England mainlains for them. 
In all of November 1962, a busy 
month for vagrancy, only 1,500 
slept in spikes, i 


The bobby said there were all 


kinds of tramps, "good and bad. 
like anywhere." some ex-crimi- 
nals, who had 
got too old for 


crime, many well-educated, some 
even had been teachers. "One 
claimed he'd been lo Eton, which 
was quile likely from his accent 
and vocabulary." 


In the old days, a tramp was 


a professional at it: he carried 
his billy can. preserved his tea 
and sugar when he could get it, 
knew all the spikes, which ones 
were better than others, and the 
peculiarities of each. Then 
the 


spikes were spaced one day's 
walk apart (and you couid only 
spend one night, so you had to 
move 
on'. 
Now the 
country 


spikes are largely closed because 
the authorities disapprove. The 
spikes are in towns and cities 
and they're too far apart for 
walking. Today tramps are forced 
to thumb a lift, a form of trans- 
port the old-timers despised. 


An old-time hobo who tramped 


not only England but the United 
Stales, said sadly. "I am one of 
the old school. Gone are the days 
when you used to traitip the road 
to get sore feet and strong 
muscles. There were some good 
men 
on tne • road then—trades- 


men and intellectual types. They 
do not walk nowadays." Today's 


tramp has gone urban and soft, 
like the rest of us. 


"Nowadays," the bobby 
told 


me, "there isn't the same short- 
age of jobs. They could all get 
them 
if they tried. Now, it'« 


more that they're fed up with 
society. They 
want 
to break 


a%vay from conformity; they just 
don't care; they sort of break 
up." An expert has said the old 
tramp was a self-contained man 
who had learned the trade ot 
vagrancy; the new ones are on 
the run from something and can't 
endure responsibility. They're so- 
cial outcasts, misfits. 


There's a canteen run for ho- 


bos, down by the river at Char- 
ing Cross, and the first thing I 
noticed there was the way th« 
tramps kept very much to them- 
selves, not even talking to each 
other. The urban hobo, like thf 
urban 
commuter, doesn't com- 


municate with his cellmate. Most 
of 
them 
looked old, probably 


older than they were, and they 
didn't want to talk to me, har- 
boring 
their 
resentments 
and 


their deep suspicions. 


However, one of the oWtimers, 


after a bit of money changed 
hands, opened up. He was beard- 
ed, filthy, "something over 60," 
wore two mackintoshes, shoe* 
tied with string and' stuffed with 
newspaper, 
and had a breath 


that would kill insects. His nam« 
was Norman Lees and he'd fought 
on the Western Front in World 
War I, found jobs hard to get 
afterwards, and took to the road. 
"Once you start, you don't ever 
seem to settle down; you're al- 
ways hungry. Your health is bad 
—I've got trouble with me lungs 
—it's no fun, but what can you 
do?" 


Now he's an old man and th« 


road 
is too hard. 
Easier in 


London. 
He 
doesn't 
like 
th« 


spikes— "too much like the army" 
—but they're better than the Sal- 
vation Army places. "I don't lik« 
the way they force religion on 
you." 


In summer he sleeps in bomb 


sites or on the Embankment qn 
the Thames, or sometimes outside 
the Carlton Club on that snooty 
club street. St. James, where th* 
hot air from the kitchen comes up 
through the pavements. 


It's unusual to 
find 
tramps 


sleeping on pavements in London, 
though it's common 
in Paris, 


where they like to sleep under 
bridges on the Seine. 
Anato!« 


France once wrote: "The law in 
its majestic impartiality gives th« 
rich as well as the poor the right 
In sleep under bridges." But even 
that may be taken from iiim. A 
bill was introduced in the French 
Assembly recently to put an end 
to the clochards. It was defeated, 
but still, the end is in sight. 


There'll always be vagrants but 


of a different kind, more mobile, 
more affluent, more mobile.

slead of Bing Crosby's hobo sing-

(UPI>—One of the meat popu- 
Itr resorts on the East Coast, 
Virginia Beach i« bracing for * 
record influx of visitors and va- 
cationers, thinks to a new sea- 
spanning highway. 


The tourist also wilJ benefit 


by the 17.6-mile long Chesa- 
peake Bay Bridge-Tunnel which 
links Virginia's historic Tidewa- 
ter region with the Old Domin- 
ion State's Eastern Shore. 


The world's longest complex 


of bridges and tunnels,'it closed 
the 
last 
water 
gap 
on the 


North-South 
Ocean 
highway 


(U.S. 13 and 17) between New 
York and Florida. In addition 
to ending time-consuming waits 
and 
a 
90-minute ferry 
trip 


across the bay,, the bridge-tun- 
nel cuts about 75 miles off the: 
distance between the Norfolk 
area and points north. It also 
provides the motorist with an 
all-weather route which bypass- 
es some of the 
traffic-heavy 


northern cities. 


The run across, up and down 


the bridge-tunnel takes about 
25 minutes. (Toll $4 for car and 
driver^ 85 cents for each, addi- 
tional passenger.) This modern 
miracle of engineering is a two- 
lane crossing of 12..2 miles;'of 
trestled roadways; 1.6 miles' of 
earth-fill causeway; two' bridg- 
es totaling 4,350 feet in length; 
two 1-mile-long tunnels and four 
man-made islands. 


Built from scratch in 35 to 40 


feet of water, the 1,450-foot-long 
by 230-foot-wide islands serve 
as portals for the tunnels. The 
tubes 
were 
prefabricated 
in 


Texas, towed- to the bay and 
sunk in trenches scooped 'out 
of the bottom. 


The tunnel links were includ- 


ed 
because 
the U.S. Navy 


feared 
a. . well-placed 
bomb 


could wreck a bridge and block 
channels to its big Hampton 
Roads bases. 


The tunnels lie 90 feet below 


mean 
water level, 
providing 


more than enough draft for the 
biggest naval vessels, tankers,

shipping. 


The northern terminus of the 


bridge - tunnel 
is

C a p e 


Charles; the southern end be- 
tween 
Norfolk 
and 
Virginia 


Beach. The trestled roadway is 
built on concrete piles about 30 
feet above the choppy waters. 
The highest point is on the 
bridge which spans 
Northern 


Channel, with a clearance of 75 
feet 
for 
commercial 
fishing 


, boats and pleasure craft. 


To the east of the crossing 


lies the Atlantic Ocean; Chesa- 
peake Bay is to the west. An 


. awesome sight on^. windy days 
—such as this writer exper- 
ienced — is watching white- 
plumed breakers dashing across 
shoals nearby. 


The new highway link is ex- 


pected to have a strong impact 
on tourist trade throughout the 
famed Tidewater region as well 
as Virginia Beach, according to 
Scott Sterling.
